To tho grief of tho hostler with tho 
■water pnils, tlio bird .succeeds to por- 
foction in deooiviug tho horsoa. I'ho 
Water supply is kupt in tliroo pails on 
II low bunch plaood between tho tracks. 
To save liuit! both of the horses nro 
watoroil sinuilt!incoii.sly by two men 
who hold the full pails of water to the 
horse's moutli.s. When Liio liorses' 
thirst is satisfied tho conductor sounds 
tbo whistle twiuo, and th<i driver 
loosens tho brake. Then tho horses 
start. Now, while yet the horsoa' 
nosca are in the watorpails tho bird 
sounds two whiatlos. 

Tho horses, liikL-n by surprist!, ami 
expectinj^ the whip if ihey delay, lip 
tlie paiis of water over tho hosUors 
with their noses and pkiiigo forward. 
Of course they can not go ahead, for the 
brake is on, jind tlicy are held back to

Oiir IiiiiHirf(?ct ScnHes. 

;Tlio human frame is uckowledged to 
bb a wonderful piece of niochanism. 
The Psalmist admired it, but it puzzled 
him. If he had been a scientist ho 

would hare been n,blo to give phyaioloj^l- 
cal roasfjiifl for tlio njiiniun tluit there 
Is not onu ])urfei;t m:m — no, not one. 
Scarcely a perfect woman. It is known 
that two pu()[)!e do not see the same 
thing alike, and conseqnently they do- 
serlbo it dlfTorently. They do not lioar 
the same atntemont alike, and tlioy 
always ropetit it with variations. Of 
all vvitaosses the eye is Llin least trust- 
worthy. It appears to bo Lho most 
subject to doliiaions. Tliere is a 
reason for this. No two persona have 
eyes alike. The two eyes in ono head 
are seldom alike; if they match in 
color they are diHeront in form, difler- 
ent in focus. Not one eye in ten 
millions is in a normal, purfoct con- 
dition. Tho foctis is either behind tlio 
roLina or in front of it, and tho uyo 
is either near-si<;lited or far-aighted. 
AVhat can he expected of such un im- 
perfeob organ in tho way of correct 
observation? 

It appeiir.s to tie still worse with tho 
oar. It is at ijt^st a crooked orgnn,!iii(l 
nearly every thinj^ thai passes tlirouo;li 
\\, t;ets a Iwisl. And lliuse two defuo- 
tivu nuichiiies are allied with probably 
tho most deceitful little memeer that 
ever was — tho, tongue, Tho effort of 
the tongue to put into sound anil 
speech tho so-called ijupressioiia ob- 
tained through the complicated me- 
chanism of the eye and tho oar la a 
ludicrous failure. Any one wlio is 
familiar with a court of jusLiee or 
neighborhood talk knows that. And 
owing to tho aympathy of ono part of 
tho body with another, the thumb and 
tho fore and middle lingers (wliich hold 
tlio pen) become infected. 'I'lic sub- 
Btitutlon of tho inUcxiblo stylagraphic 
pen for the llowing quill and the 
luflexiblo steel il was thought woulil 
tend to remedy this defect — Charku 
Dudley Warner.

ABOUT POU1.T1SV. 
English and Aiiiericaii Breeds. 

DoHKiNcis are one of the English 
pure brctulK, taking their name from 
the town of Durkm;,', v.-lierc they are 
laigely bred for the London market. 
They are tho best tablofowl, their llesli 
being wiiite and teinli^r, with full 
breasts, where tho flesli is most want- 
ed. Tlicre are three distinct varieties, 
the \Yiiito, which is said to be the old- 
est, the Colored and the flray; the last 
in the largest and tht; newest in tho 
race. They are all known by having 
white legs, with (iv ti tocK. Thoy are 
fair hiycrs of large, whiti.sli eggs, ami 
niakt: good, quiet mothers, hut do not 
lay as soon as some of tlie other hreed.s. 
The cliicki!iiH grow fast ami attain a 
good size, but are stiid to be rather 
tender to bring tip. N\'e linl little ililler- 
ence in this respect from the other 
fowls, except that, owing to growing 
fast, they are subject to log weakmiS'-^. 
The old fowl are very liable to bumble- 
foot — n large soft coimi growing on the 
.sole of the foot, 'i'liis <"in !»■ avoided 
in a iiieiisure, by having cpiiti' low pci- 
clii'.M, wil.li a soft earthen (Inor, iis the 
tliseaHO is ctiuseil by 11} iiig down from 
higli peroln^K to a liiird lloor. 

Dorkings tire good fowls to cross 
with other bnetls, always to a iniii! 
Dorking cock. The mo.st prolitalde 
bropil wo ever had was a cross between 
till! ColoriHl Dorking and tlit^ Wliilt! 
Top knot Poland. By breeding the pro- 
geny to a \mrc Dorking cock woolitain 
a larger bird than the Dorking, beanti 
fully speckled, with ii small top-knot — 
gooil layers of very large eg'^s, nnd a 
verv little given to brooding. \ simi- 
lar cross with the light l.'ralnna inaki's 
an excellent strtiin, take ciire alwiiyK 

Pi.v.Mdrrii Hocivs areareci nt Aiuer 
ican breetl, a mixture from sevcrid. 
The Ciray Dorking, the Cochin and 
some other are saiil lo have lielpfd to 
make it what it now is. They are nnw 
quite distinct, anil bre il pcrfeei ly puri'. 
Tliev have strong yellow legs, very 
face ami single comb, laying rather 
small eggs of a reddish-brown color, 
showing their Asiatic blood; have large 
square bodies with full breasts. Oooil 
adult birds will weigh fiMJin eight lo 
nine pouiuls for hens, and ten or iwulvt! 
for cocks. 

They are very hardy, nmi the chii;kK 
grow very fast, making early Spring 
broilers, coinmaniling the highest [iricc 
in the market. Owing to the small 
size of the eggs, and being great I3' givmi 
to brooding, they an; nol prnlittilile to 
keep merely for eggs, luit with their 
excellence as !i ttihle binl ihey an; on 
the whole a useful and j>rolilable breed. 
Their plumage is a bluish gray, with 
tlarker marking ou each feather. 

A cross l>etween them ami llie I/'g 
horns luakt; an excellent bird, coinljin- 
iiig, in a measure, non silling t|ualilies 
of the Lc'dioriis with ihi^ hirger si/.u of 
tli(! ]'ly iiKuilhs. 

Wya.n'iio'J'TI'IS are a new American 
breed, that, owing to tlieir beautiful 
jjlumage, good size, ami laying iiualities, 
are being nuich run iipoh al present. 
Whethei- in full trial lliey will be 
found as valuable as the lireeder repre- 
.sants must be asci.M'tained by testing 
them more fully. 

A Bis; Nwai-iii of Locusts. 

The following, fioni ;i London inaga 
ziiie, will give Ihc ri^adi;r some idea of 
what is the nature of a visitation of 
loeust8:-"TowarJs the beginning of iIh; 
present century a [iroiligiotis body of 
locufits was jirecipitated acro.ss the 
Black .S(^a, upon llm steppe lying east 
of Odessa, where il coinniitted the most 
inflcacribiible (li;va.slation. 'I'o destroy 
llu! invadt^rs, cohiimis of Serfs were 
inarclieil down from tiie interior, but, 
on arriving at the scene of action, wert! 
nlinost jiaralyzed by the phenomenon 
Liuiy wituessed. Four miles the whole 
Hurfact! of the ])lain converted into a 
black color, semtied lo be alive and in 
niolioii for lilt; sciily bodies of tlii^ 
locusl.s, closely pressed :ind lockeil to- 
gether, presenied the api)en,rance of a 
liugo dusky cuirass rtdltj-jting with a 
St range glitter ilit; rays of tht! sun. 
Tli(? iiKisH being in million, advanced 
iiilanil, .slowly bul steadily, nuirniur- 
inn liict: the surges of the ocean, ]iut- 
the slice]), tin; callle, the horses, and 
the inhabitants on all sides to flight. 
As tho host crawled forward, the living 
devoured the denil, for lack of other 
iir(jvenil(;r. Putting thtdr mattocks, 
.snailes, picka.K(>s, and oilier implenienls 
Lo i iinni.'ilitice ri'i|uisition, the serfs 
speedily e.KcavjiLiid a trench several 
miles ill length across the track of the 
locuKts; but ere they had finisheil, tin! 
enemy was upon them, and soon dc- 
moiiHtralod the futility of their iievici\ 
In the course of a few minutes from 
their reaching the brink of the excava- 
tion, llie foremosl ranks had been 
pushed inlo il by those that followed, 
nnd tilled it uj) from edge to edge, so 
that tho multitude continued its march 
nppaiiiutly without interruption. Then 
everything combuslililo wa:) enlhicted, 
and set on lire in front of llie coluniii, 
with tlie same result. The whole lilaidc 
Sea ficeineil to be transfoiineil into 
locusts, which, from its low short'S, 
came up in couutlesa myriads, setting 
at defiance all the arts and industry of 
taan. SevQJtal coluimiH of the ivtiders 
Bled ofT towards ihe ICast and idighted 
amid tho vineyards of the Crimea, 
which they soon changed into a waste 



of apparently ilry and shapeless twig.s. 
Kussia seemed to bo ou the eve of ti 
calamity like that wbioli fell up()u it 
about the middle of tho seventeenth 
century, when the destruction of the 
harvest occasioned a famine, wliich 
was followed by a plague, so that the 
population of the whole jirovinces was 
thinned almost to e.xtermination. In 
tilt! present instance, the elementa came 
to tho deliverance of man. Before a 
strong west wind, masses of blade 
clouds came pouring up from tho Bo.s- 
jdiorus, which covered the atmosphere, 
and ultimately descended in ilooda of 
rain. The locusts were jiaralyzed, timl 
as the celestial moisture continued to 
ilrench them in pitiless fashion, they 
gave up the ghost, and bequeathed 
tlieir cropses lo tho luisbandman for 
manure"

At t)ie reforui ilomoiistiiitiou ut Biinniiig- 
linm, KngUuii, ubnut tlireo weeks agci, an 
imiuousu coiu'oui-so of people liKteiied to 
nJdressfis from llr. lirij^'Ut uud ilr. Chiiiii- 
berliiiu, of wbieL the Loudon Spectator 
gives the following coudeusod accoiiut: 

"Mr. Bright's description of the house of 
poers . was ooueeived iu the touo of ironic 
moderation which best suits his gimius. 
Ho cemiuded Xk& people how we nlwuya 
spenk of the lords ns the upper house, liow 
wo speak of ii nu'iisuro whicli jinsses the 
coumious lust as "yuiuy up" to tlie lords, 
and of one which jiusses the lords first as 
"couiiug down to" to the eoininous. Never- 
theless, he siliil, those who enter the upper 
houso do not enter it through any evidence 
of merit. The way to the temple of honor 
used to be said to be through the toiuplo of 
virtue. With the lords it is not so. The 
English peer goes into the house of lords, 
not through the temple of virtue, but 
through "the sepulchre of udeiid ancestor." 
This condition of things is not so favarable 
to popular rights. The peers are lapi)ed iu 
a kind of ease which reniiuded Mr. liright 
of the description in the seventy-third 
psalm: "Thoy are not iu trouble as other 
men, neither are they plagued as other men; 
tlieieforo pride coui[>usseth them aliout as a 
chain; thiiv speak wickedly concerning op- 
pres.4iou; they speak loftily." Mr. Hright 
then quoted the prophetic conclusion; 
"Thou didst set them iu slippery places; 
thou custedst them dowu into destruction." 
".\s a dream when one awaketh; so, O 
Lord, when thou awakest, thou shalt de- 
apise their image." 

"Sir. Uriglit also insisted that nearly half 
the hoUHO of peers was the cteaticui of one 
of the darkest periods of our history — be- 
tweeu the accession of tieorge the III . in 
1700 and the era of the reform agitation in 
1830. They were "tlu' resiilts^-uiany of 
them tho spawn — <.if the i}luuiler and the 
wars, and the eorruiition of this dark age of 
our country." For tiiirty years — between 
tlie peace of 1S15 and tho repeal of the 
corn laws in 181(1- - "they raised their routs 
at a cost of periodic famine to hundreds of 
thousands of families, and now ouco more 
thoy arc treating the luuiso of commons 
and tho people with c(Uitempt aud bitter in- 
sult." Mr. liright saw no remedy more 
moderate than tho abolition of the lords' 
veto, which he wouKl make only a suspen- 
sive vote, so they should uot be allowed to 
reject again u nu^asure twice ))asseii by the 
house of conimoui'S. .\lr. liright urged 
that this wiuild inurtieally put an end to 
the use of the veto altogether, except in the 
rarest cases, and would leave the debates of 
the house of lords iu thi! hands Of geuuini' 
politicians. The uon-iiolitical peers would 
enjoy their titles dowu iu the country, and 
not come up for the fruitless purpose of ile- 
feating one year a nipftsure which must puss 
the iie.\t. 

".Mr. C'haiuberlaiu's Hpceeh was also oiu' 
of great (•loi|ueuce. lli^ did not think 
much, ho said, of an atVectiou for tho fran- 
chise which had dovelopcd itself only after 
tho death of the object of that ntlcction. 
"The tories hale tho franchise. They will 
uot extend it unless they <'au take away 
with one hand what they ti've with the 
other. We want redistribution to complete 
the frauchisc. The tories want it to defeat 
it." "During the last one hnudred years 
the house of lords has never contributed 
oue lotn to popular liberties or popular free- 
dom, or done anything to advance (he pub- 
lic weal; niul (luring that time it has pro- 
tected every abuse and sheltered every 
privilege. It has (lifni(nl justice anil de- 
layed reform. It is irresponsible without 
in(l(!pendeu('e, obstinate without courage, 
arbitrary without judgment, ami arrogant 
without knowledge" — hardly a descrii)tion 
of the sort of second chimxber which, oven 
if it should yield once more, ought to be 
entrusted with a veto." 

The eloquence of such men as Bright, 
Chamberlain and other reform leader8,giveH 
voice to tho opinions of the masses of 
Great Britain whom they represent in jinr- 
liament; but there are great uundiers in 
England still who are not to be couvineeil of 
the uoeossity for abolishing the lords. The 
conservatives will vigorousl)' o))]iosi; any 
attempt to overthrow th(! U])per house 
though thoy agree that it should be reform- 
ed. It is part of the constitution of the 
country aud nouo but the most ladical 
would wiBh to Beo it done away with by a 
violent wrench. The demand for the pas- 
sage of the franchise bill before a redistri- 
bution of seats has been secured is unjusti- 
fiable. The conservative party desires 
a moasuro that will secure represen- 
tation by population — the old Cana- 
dian political war-cry — Kep. by I'oii. 
Oladstouc proposes to pass the franchise 
bill lirst and attend to Uep. by Pop. after- 
wards. This would secure the liberals 
another lease of power, an opportunity tlie 
couservativcs and the lords nre not willing 
to give without a severe struggle. If tho 
next general cleutious should bo held under 
the present franchise the conservatives are 
sure of a great victory ; hut with 2,()()f),(10U 
new voters added to the lists tho liberals 
would sweep tho country. These are the 
weighty consiileiatioiis which agitate 
tho British laditieal jiarties at the pn-sent. 
Th(^ deiuaiul of the coiisurvatives is reason- 
able and if tlie lords shuuld not be scared 
by iiunisier radical demonstrations Glad- 
Stone will have to go to the country iie.\t 
year with an unaltered franchise. A re- 
markable feature of the present agitation is 
tho aggressiveness of the conservatives. 
They coiivene counter meetings and make 
violent anti-rndical speeches and have so 
far been very successful iu reaching the 
public ear. Formerly tlie libttnils had a 
uionoiioly ill agitation ; but that iiionoiioly 
is now destroyed. 

TllK A IV NINO NUISANCE. 

A correspondent writoa to complain of 
tho existence of tho unsightly wooden 
awnings or sliods wiiich di.sliguro tho 
fronts of tiio princip:il liii.<iiic.'ia lnnisos. 
A light and handsoiiu; canvas awning has 
beon provided by tlie owners of Hcveral 
buildings latuly erected; but tho old 
fashioned ^leds are still in favor with 
many. Our belief is that tho wooden 
awning i.s a dangerous nuisanoo, which 
should bo discarded, 'i'o cH'ect tiiis tho 
city council siiould pass a bylaw prohibit- 
ing an increase of the exiating number, 
giving the owners of awnings now up 
three years in which to rotnovc tiioni. As 
there ia nothing so ugly as a shod over a 
aidewalk, there is nothing so graceful, 
light, conveiii(jiu and iiaiulsonio as a can- 
vaasawning in fionl of a htoro.

To TUK EDiroii:— I have 'road in your 
columns lately, aud I have heard a good 
deai beaides, of tho unheal thiness of our 
city owing to tho foul condition of the 
open drains in our streets. In aomo dis- 
tricts of tho city tlic stench is intolerable; 
although tliere is much talk of a complete 
system of drainage it would seoni that it 
is only talk. Meanwhile, a few scavengora 
go pottering about cleaning out tho open 
drains, but their number are far too fow, 
and they do not succood in keeping tho 
place healthy, or clean, or wiioloaoino. 

Now, wo have some fifty men at all 
tinioa in tho "chain-gang." and I would 
ask what is to hindur ua from gutting 
llioao inun who, for tho time at least, aro 
our slaves, to clean out those horrible 
drains every morning before wo got out of 
bed ? At present they aro employed in 
tho ploasantest of all pleasant pursuits. 
Thoy live wull, thoy dino well, they have 
a picturesque walk into tho country, and 
they spend a few hours lounging over 
aomo beautiful flower beds amiast splendid 
scenery, eithur at government house ur at 
tho parliamentary oifices across Jamea 
Bay. I am not sure that I have not 
aoiuotiinea envied Mr, llughos. with hia 
long aud vonorablo white hair, who has 
beon soino twenty-thrco years in our 
gaol, the enjoyable life that ho leads, 
delving aud hoeing up at govornniunt 
house without apparently a care in tho 
world. Hu has a much nicer iifo than 
our ordinary working man. At govern- 
ment house, if report bo truo. tho Pnu- 
C033 Louise aometimoa tossed apploa and 
crackers to tho interesting groups that 
tilled the ornamental grounds. Thou, 
over the bay it charms them to note tho 
boniiin countoiianco of tho premier as ho 
aits at his dcak; and tho Hon. John Rob- 
son, with tho attornoy-gonural, aro all ob- 
jects of intonao interest and of admira- 
tion to our happy convicts. 

At the same time a small number of 
honest workmen are cleaning tho drains, 
and I would ask, why should tho hono.st 
men not got tlie pleiisant work and tho 
tliiovoa and robber,'! the imiileasaiil ( The 
convicts should bo turned out at daybreak 
of each day with wheelbarrows, anil if 
noedful witli water barroU, and should bo 
compelled to make our town wholeaomo 
while wa are in bod. And why not 7 

I have no doubt that financial and red 
tape objections will bo made to tliis pro- 
posal. Some will say tho scheme is im- 
possible, bocuuso tho prisonors aro for the 
most part "provincial" prisoners, but that 
ia only in the same aeiiso that u local gov- 
ernment ofiicial ij a "provincial" otiiccr. 
They are all in our midst, and are part of 
our community, going in and out amongst 
us as u';clesia.'4tic.i would say. If the 
town council wouhl only iuh'pt the idea 
and hand over tho linancial inirt of it to 
Comicillor Jolin Boyd he could adjust tho 
matter in a couple of days. 

If wo had to pay the "provincial" gov- 
orninont a "bit" a day for the service's of 
each prisoner wo could still do that and 
save money, and save l;uiiian and valuablo 
lives.

Tho railway is 
completed ton miles into the Pacific province 
on the west side ol tho mountains aud the 
road ia ready for tho rails for ton miles 
further on.

Medical 
ex[)ert8 say ho could not possibly liavo 
allot himself, as the ball entered just 
behind the left ear and miulo its 
way to the right sido of tlie foridiead. 
No powder marks aro visible wlioro tlie 
ball entered, slinwiiig tliat ho must 
have been shot from a distance of aov- 
oral feet. A black spot iu tho centre of 
tile forehead is believed to have heoii 
cauaed by a blow from a club which frac- 
tured the akull. The theory ia that flio 
victim was first stunned by tho blow in 
tho forehead and that afterwards his own 
pistol was taken from Ilia pocket with 
which the assassin cnmpleled his work. 
When found liis hands wore stretched out 
full length ljy Ills aide and tho pistol wiia 
found under his body, a position uttorly 
inconsistent with the theory uf suicide. 
Deceased was highly respected fur his 
fairnoHS on tho bench and his terrible end 
has sent a thrill of horror through tho 
whole country.

"What I have fought for and attained 
for my country is well known to tiie 
whole world.

However, I must lioneHllv confess that 
the Prince of Bismarck is tho wisest 
and most clear-sighted of my advisers. 
I give you tlii? comniissinu to refer the 
iiuiltor to him and let him dfcidc." 

The Duke then tlirects his .sli.'ps to 
tlie Wilhelm Ktrasst.', and semis in lii.s 
card to the mighty minister, Itcingim- 
inodiatoly admitted, he n^ads the 
Queen's letter, faithfully reports the 
words of the Emperor, and begs for a 
favorable decision. The Chancellor's 
answer was given v.'ithout liesitatioii:
